From European Cables of the 
Day.)}—Still another day has passed 
without the Germans renewing their 
effensive in Flanders or Picardy. No- 
Wrhere have the infantry operations by 
either side on these battle fronts, or, 
Yor that matter, in any of the numer- 
pus theaters of the war, riserin im- 
portance above patrol engagements. 
- North of Kemmel, where the Ger- 
Means on Tuesday gained a footing on 
Hiill 44, one of the bloodiest sectors on 
the western front, the lost vantage 
points have been retrieved through the 
persistent counter attacks of the 
french, who succeeded in expelling the 
enemy from the shell holes along the 
plopes to which he had been tenacious- 
ly holding. Not alone were the Ger- 
mans forced to recede, but the French 
advanced their line and also took pris- 
eners. 

Likewise south of Hailles, in the 
[Amiens region, the French have taken 
another bite into the German line and 
puccessfully warded off German coun- 
ter attack launched in an endeavor to 
recapture the lost ground. The Ger- 
mans in these. maneuvers suffered 
heavy casualties and also lost men 
made prisoners. Throughout Wednesday 
the British were left severely alone 
by the German infantry. 

Although the enemy is keeping his 
{nfantry to their trenches he continues 
to use his artillery vigorously against 
galient positions held by the British 
and French all along the front, espe- 
cially against Field Marshal Haig’s 
forces south of Albert and against the 
French north of Kemmel. The French

FIERCE FIGHTING 
RAGES ABOUT HILL 
NORTH OF KEMMEL 


With the British Army in France, 
May 15.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Hard fighting continued today in the 
neighborhood of Hill 44, north of Kem- 
mel, which was stormed and retaken 
late yesterday by French troops. This 
much-disputed elevation has changed 
bands’ many times recently. 

Thus this little rising ground from 
the water-logged Flemish plain about 
it has suddenly come to occupy an im- 
portant place in the annals of the 
fighting in this section of the front, 
although thus far it has never been 
even dignified with a name other than 
that contained in the figpres indicat- 
ing its height. 

Its value lies in the fact that it 
dominates considerable territory and 
for this reason it has been a thorn in 
the flesh for the ambitious Germans. 
It is believed that they want it to 
facilitate their next attack in this 

egion which bids fair to come before 
ong.

TO PURCHASE ARMY 
UPPLIES IN SOUTH 


Order From Washington 
Makes Atlanta Headquar- 
ters of Five State Zones 
in Which All Army Sup- 
Are to Be Bought. 


Under an order apnounced from 
Washington by Acting Quartermaster 
General Goethals on Wednesday, Atlan- 
ta is to become the headquarters of 
a@ zone comprising the states of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, ¢ Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama, through which 
army supply purchasing and distribu- 
tion will be made. 

Twelve other zones were created in 
the order of General Goethals. Each of 
the 13 general supply posts will be 
charged with the duty of keeping in 
touch with the manufacturing facili- 
ties of its zone, and as far as possible 
all food, clothing and equipment for 
the training camps will be bought 
within the zone in which a camp is 
located. 

To Lessen Rail Congestion. 

Centralization of army suppty pur- 
chasing and distribution is the pur- 
pose of the order, it is announced. :At- 
lanta, with its varied manufacturing 
interests, it is now practically certain, 
will be ¢alled upon to supply a large 
share of the purchases, which were for- 
merly made in all parts of the counfry, 
even as far west as San Francisco. 
Relief in the matter of freight conges- 
tion by confining the purchases to 
Sata haulage distances will laso re-

The zones of operation, it was an- 
nounced, apply to procurement, pro- 
duction, inspection, manufacture, stor- 
age and distribution of quartermaster 
supplies. 

“Formerly nearly all of the particu- 
lar class of supplies.” said the an- 
nouncement, “were purchased through 
a single general supply depot the geo- 
graphical location of that depot being 
considered most favorable for this spe- 
cial article. Other articles were ob- 
tained through other supply’ depots. 
Manufacturers located in sections far 
distant from the particular supply de- 
pot buying their goods were a dis- 
advantage and were unable to compete 
with rivals near the point. Under the 
new system most classes of supplies 
will be purchased through each of the 
thirteen depots. Manufacturers will be 
able to transact their business through 
the depot nearest them.”’ 

Purchases will be made after adver- 
tisement by open competition bidding 
when time will permit, and the record 
of bids received and awards made will 
be open to public inspection.

“UNION SLOP” SCORED

He Says Baptists Have No

Hot Springs, Ark., May 15.—Women 
of the Southern Baptist churches today 
were granted full and equal rights with 
men in the convention of the churches 


third session of the Southern Baptist 
convention. By the action taken, which 
consisted of an amendment to the con- 
vention constitution, women now are 
entitled not only to represent their 
churches in the conventions, but also 
to hold any office in the convention, 
which isthe highest administrative 
organization in the denomination. 

After Strenuous Debate. 

The vote "was taken after 


pr an overwhelming vote at the sixty- 


three 


-hours of rather strenuous debate. The 


large tabernacle in which the conven- 
tion is being held was crowded to its 
capacity, and a large portion of the 
audience was composed of women who 
are here to attend the Woman's Mis- 
sionary union of the churches. They 
were permitted to attend the conven- 
tion today as visitors. 

After the vote was announced, a di- 
vision or roll call was demanded by 
some of the opponents to the amend- 
ments, but was withdrawn, and the 
constitution was declared officially to 
have been amended so that women now 
may participate in any,and all matters 
of church government. Then the dele- 
gates and women visitors rose to sing 
“Blessed Be the Tie That Binds.” 

The opposition to the amendment 
was led by Dr. W. D. Nowlin, Louis- 
ville, Ky., and Dr. A. §. Petie, Whites- 
ville, Ky. 

Advocates of the measure were led 
by Dr. F. C. McConnell, of Atlanta, 
and R. H. Coleman, of Dallas. Dr. Mc- 
Connell made a vigorous plea for the 
women, on what he called a basis of 
“common Christian justice.” 

He characterized opposition to the 
amendment as un-Christian, because it 
was “Christianity that has liberated 
woman from slavery, and therefore 
does it behoove our lordly brethren to 
deny to them what Christ has given.” 
Dr. McConnell also. painted a dramatic 
word picture of what women are dotag 
in the world war, which he called the 
“greatest blessing of God to humanity 
since Calvary.’’ 

Mr. Coleman’s work in behalf of the 
amendment was confined to pioneer- 
ing activities among the delegates. 

St. Paul and the Women. 

Debate on the proposition centered 
mainly upon the interpretation which 
is to be put on Paul’s injunction to the 
women of ancient Corinth to be silent 
in the temples of Christ, as written in 
Advo- 


casioned by conditions which were pe- 
culiar to Corinth. 

Opposition to the suffrage amend- 
ment _also came from delegates who 
feareW™ that participation in conven- 
tions by the women of the church 
would militate against the work which 
now is being done by the woman’s 
missionary union, in that it would 
effect a division of interest among the 
women. Most of the delegates who 
opposed equal suffrage were from the 
eastern states represented. Several of 
the western states’ conventions already 
have granted equal suffrage to the 
women. 

Reports Of Boards. 

Because of the length of debate on 
that amendment, other convention busi- 
ness was restricted and the day’s ses- 
sion closed with the reports of the 
home and foreign mission boards, and 
the Sunday school board. 

B. Gray, corresponding secretary 
of the home mission board, in making 
his report requested a contribution, or 
apportionment, by the churches of 
$1,000,000 to advance the work of the 
church next year among the army can- 
tonments, where he declared excellent 
results were being obtained. 

The report of the foreign missions 
board showed that the churches for the 
first time in their history had con- 
tributéd more than a million dollars for 
foreign missions. The exact amount 
was given as $1,006,189. It was report- 
ed that for the first time in the his- 
tory of the work a state had eontributed 
more than $100,000, both Texas and 
Virginia having that honor. 

As a result of the year’s work it was 
said that there were 5,557 additions to 
the churches by tism in foreign 
lands. Statistics submitted showed 
that there now are 464 churches estab- 
lished abroad by the denomination. 

The effect of the war on foreign mis- 
sions was touched upon particularly 
in the recital of losses. It was told 
how a handsome church at Pardenone, 
Italy, had been taken over by Aus- 
trians during their last advance and 
that the building itself had been badly 
damaged by explosions. 

The statistical committee's fr rt, 
which was presented showed that there 
now are 24,883 southern Baptist 
churches in the United States with ag- 
gregate congregations of 2,844,000 and 
18,134 Sunday schools with a total of 
1,831,811 b AAs Baptism for the year 
totalled 148,699.

The sensational development in the 
day’s proceeding of the Methodist gen- 
eral conference Wednesday was the de- 
termination of Dr. F. N. Parker, who 
had been elected bishop on the third 
ballot in the ballots cast, to decline the 
office. Intense interest was given the 
matter, and large numbers 
both ministers and laymen, appealed to 
him not to decline, but to accept the 
call to the highest office in the gift 
of the church. 

Dr. Parker stated Wednesday morn- 
ing that he contemplated declining the 
election, and Would so inform the con- 
ference at the afternoon’ session of 
Wednesday. 

During the afternoon session Dr. Par- 
ker asked for the floor that he might 
make a statement. He was prevailed 
upon to defer the statement until he 
should counsel with the college of 
bishops. The bishops as individuals 
had been in conversation with Dr. Par- 
ker during the day, but they desired 
to counsel with him more fully before 
he rejected the honor conferred upon 
him. 

Statement Today. 


In compliance with their wishes he 
withheld his statement until he could 
sleep over it a night and more delib- 
erately arrive at a conclusion. At the 
morning session today Dr. Parker will 
make a statement as to his intentions. 

Should Dr. Parker decline he will 
have a precedent in the action of Bish- 
op Atticus G. Haygood, who was elect- 
ed at a general conference held in 
Nashville years ago. Bishop Haygood 
at that time was president of Emotfy 
college and at once declined the bish- 
opric.. At the next general conference 
he was again elected to the bishopric 
and accepted. 

The reasons assigned by Dr. Parker, 
among others, are that he does not 
feel that his health will permit his 
doing the arduous work demanded of 
bishops, and he is devoted to the work 
of teaching, as he has been engaged 
for some time, both in Emory univer- 
sity and Trinity college. The respon- 
sibilities of the office are so great and 
the burdens to be borne are so heavy 
he declares he has never had any in- 
clination to desire the position. 


Ready to Do Duty. 


Dr. Parker, a-man of resolute mind, 
is perfectly willing to go ahead and 
do his duty. He awaits all light that 
may possibly come to him, and will 
he governed thereby. 

On the first ballot cast during the 
Tuesday afternoon session Dr. Parker 
received 106 votes. ee asked the con- 
ference members to withdraw his name 
and not vote for him. On the second 
ballot, after his request, he received 
130 votes, and on the third ballot was 
the only man elected. Dr. Parker has 
served numerous important stations in 
the church, both as pastor and presid- 
ing elder, and has been instrumental! 
in the successful completion of several 


of the great enterprises of the church. 
His annual conference membership is 


in the Louisiana conference.

Washington. May 15.—Gutzon Borg- 
lum sent to Senator Brandegee, of Con- 
necticut, tonight a part of the evi- 
dence he desires placed in the senate 
record in answer to the charge that 
he sought to form a private airplane 
corporation to take government con- 
tracts while he was investigating air- 
craft production at the invitation of 
Président Wilson. It was in the form 
of a long letter reiterating and am- 
plifying his denial of the charge, ac- 
companied by affidavits from Hugh C. 
Gibson, an employee of the British 
war mission at New York, and Ben- 
jamin Harris. 

Gibson, named as associate with the 
sculptor in the proposed private cor- 
poration, swore in his affidavit that 
in December Borglum had intended to 
engage with him in a commercial en- 
terprise, but that after receiving au- 
thority from the president to make ana 
investigation Borglum withdrew and 
they had no further negotiatioris. Har- 
ris, said to have been selected to rep- 
resent Borglum in the proposed cor- 
poration, denied that Borglum ever 
had asked him to become interested in 
an aeronautic company, either on his 
own behalf or as a representative. 

Witnesses Spirited Away. 

In his letter the sculptor said he 
had just been informed that Gibson 
had been suspended from connection 
with the British mission at the request 
of the war department, although he 
was a highly valuable and necessary 
expert. 

He also declared every effort was 
being made to prevent him from get- 
ting affidavits: that several of his 
witnesses had been “summarily shipped 
away from Washington,” and that oth- 
ers were pleading with him not to in- 
volve them for business reasons.

istatement of Kenyon W. Mix, of the 


Dodge Manufacturing company, accus- 
ing him of negotiating with Mix for the 
organization of the airplane company,

Washington, May 115,—President 
Wilson has summoned Charles E.

| Gregory in the investigation of criminal 


charges made in connection with air- 
craft production. Mr. Hughes’ accept- 
ance of the task was announced today 
at the white house, and he will come to 
Washington in a few days to go over 
plans with the attorney general. 

In designating former Justice Hughes, 
whose record in the New York insur- 
ance investigation is well remembered, 
the president said he felt the depart- 
ment of justice's investigation was of 
the very greatest importance that if 
any persons were found to be guilty 
they might be prosecuted vigorously 
and promptly and that the reputations 
of those attacked might be protected if 
the charges were found to be ground- 
leas. 

The choice of Mr. Hughes to act with 
the attorney general was met with ex- 
pressions of satisfaction on al! sides at 


the capitol. Some republican senetors 
voiced surprise, but there was not a 
suggestion of disapproval. 


Wilson’s Letter to Hughes. 


In asking Mr. Hughes to help in the 
investigation, the president said: 

“¥ou have doubtless noticed that 
very serious charges of dishonesty have 
been made in connection with the pro- 
duction of aircraft. 

“Because of the capital importance of 
this branch of the military service, I 
feel that these charges should be thor- 
oughly investigated and with as little 
delay as possible in order that the 
guilty, if there be any such, may be 
promptly and vigorously prosecuted and 
that the reputations of these whose ac- 
tions have been attacked may be*«pro- 
seared in case the charges are ground- 
ess. 

“IT requested the department of jus- 
tice to use every instrumntality at its 
disposal to investigate these charges 
and with the approval of the attorney 
general, I am writing to beg that you 
will act with him in making this in- 
vestigation. I feel that this is a mat- 
ter of the very greatest importance 
and I sincerely hope that you will feel 
that it is possible to contribute your 
very valuable service in studying and 
passing upon the questions involved.” 

The president’s letter to Mr. Hughes 
was written Monday and the reply came 
today, just before the announcement 
that the former justice had accepted 
the task. Mr. Hughes wrote: 

“TIT beg to acknowledge receipt of 
our letter of <g> 13.

Washington, May 16.—General Per- 
shing probably soon will be command- 
ing French and British troops, as the 
Pproceas of brigading American units 


with their allies on the western front } 


goes forward. 

As if exemplifying the uinty of com- 
mand and action into which the United 
States and its co-beldgerents have en- 
tered, it became known here today that 
whenever American troops predominate 
in the brigaded divisions as the process 
goes on, these divisions, under present 
plans, will be turned over to General 
Pershing’s command. 

This plan would accomplish several 
things which the military authorities 
consulting upon i regard as very de- 
sirable. It would rapidly increase the 
size of the American fighting command 
on the battle line; it would contribute 
tremendously to the spirit of unity and 
ooncerted effort, and at the same time, 
instead of holding large numbers of 
American troops behind the lines while 
training, would surround them with 
seasoned veterans, and under. actual 
battle conditions, school] them to be re- 
brigaded later with fresh American 
troops coming to France. In this way 
the efficiency of the British and French 
forces is expected to be increased and 
the work of building up ea great, fully 
trained and completely equipped fight- 
ing force in France is expected to be 
hastened. 

ItaHans Under Foch. 

In addition to this, as illustrative of 
the unity of command under which 
Generalissimo Foch directs all the al- 
lied armies, it was stated officially 
here today that Foch commands the 
Italian troops in Italy as fully as he 
does the American, British, French and 
Italian troops in France and Belgium. 

It has been supposed that, consid- 
ering the Italian front as part of the 
western battle under a decision reach- 
ed at the Versailles conference, the 
generalissimo’s authority extended 
there. For the first time, however, it 
was stated unreservedly that General 
lg supreme command extended to 
Italy. 

It was stated also that Italy, at the 
present, besides ae troops to 
France in numbers equal to those be- 
ing sent from the United States, has 
on her fighting line a larger army 
more perfectly equipped than she had 
before the great Austrian drive.

Clerks, Letter Carriers, R. F. 
D. Men and Others Are to 
Benefit. 


Washington, May 154-An amendment 
to the postoffice appropriation bill pro- 
viding for an increase of $200 a year in 
the annual salaries of clerks, letter car- 
riers and other postal employees with 
a 20 per cent increase for rural mail 
carriers, and for employees receiving 
less than $800 a year, was adopted late 
today by the senate. 

Employees receiving between $800 
and $1,500 annually would be given 
increases of 15 per cent and the pay

of substitute clerks and carriers would 
be fixed at 40 cents an hour. For 
fourth-class postmasters, the amend- 
ment provides that they shall receive 
100 per cent of stamp cancellations on 
the first- $100 or less, or in the event 
cancellations do not exceed $50, a 20 
per cent salary increase.

THE POLICE INVESTIGATION. 


The investigation of the police depart- 
ment by council, even so far as it has gone, 
has brought to light conditions that are 
enough to nauseate the people of Atlanta. 

This trouble over the administration of 
the police department has been going on in 
Atlanta for more than a third of a century— 
this thing of investigating charges of incom- 
petency, inefficiency, malfeasance and cor- 
ruption. 

Why not end it all by putting the whole 
power of the police administration in the 
hands of one man; saddle him with the full 
responsibility for the proper executive man- 
agement of the department and let him sink 
or swim in accordance with his ability to 
produce results in the form of adequate and 
efficient service? 

This was done years ago with the fire 
department; and under that policy the fire 
department is the best managed and most 
efficient branch of the city administration, 
and has been from time immemorial. 

There is a board of fire masters, but it 
acts only in a general advisory and super- 
visory capacity, leaving the actual executive 
management of the department to the fire 
chief. He alone is responsible for what the 
department does and does not do; he is re- 
sponsible for the official actions and be- 
havior of every member of the department, 
and is so held accountable by the city gov- 
ernment. 

The result of that policy is efficient ad- 
ministration and a fire department in which 
every citizen of Atlanta takes merited 
pride! 

Compare this with the administration of 
the police department: When a police offi- 
cer was charged with gross mistreatment of 
a prisoner, the police commission, in session 
recently, had to adopt a motion “that gave 
Chief Beavers the authority to suspend” the 
officer in question “and to institute an inves- 
tigation prior to a trial of the officer, which 
will be held at a called meeting of the board” 
at a later date! 

In other words, the chief executive of 
the department may not discharge one of his 
subordinates, no matter what the provoca- 
tion might be, without authorization by the 
police commission. : 

What private business organization could 
—or would even attempt to—endure under 
such a system! , 

The police department of Atlanta should 
be put under a sane policy—one similar to 
that under which the fire department is run 
—with the chief responsible for the conduct 
of the men under him, and himself answer. 
able only to the executive head of the city. 
And if we must have a police board of any 
sort, its functions should be advisory, and, 
perhaps, inquisitorial. 

When that is done, and the police depart- 
ment is taken absolutely out of politics; and 
when politics and all semblance of politics 
is weeded out of the department, Atlanta 
may expect efficient police service. 

But not before!

| Dixie Highway Official Says 
Georgia Law Inadequate to 
Federal Aid Requirements 


Editor Constitution: At the conclusion 
of my tour of inspection over sections of 
the Dixie highway in your state, I regret 
to say that a comparison of observations 
of the same road during the past two years 
indicates that your wonderful state, so pro- 
gressive in every other way, has retrograded 
instead of advanced in road improvement. 
On the 10th day of May the percentage of 
the mileage of the Dixie highway between 
Chattanooga and Macon which could be 
traveled in comfort even in dry weather is 
almost negligible. During a rain sufficiently 
heavy to penetrate the roadbed it is not 
only dangerous traveling to the ordinary 
tourist, but is almost impassable for the 
seasoned driver. If this kind of road exists 
on the main artery of travel, the natural 
backbone of any comprehensive road system 
in the state, one could not reasonably ex- 
pect much better road conditions in less- 
traveled sections of your state. The same 
opinion has been voluntarily expressed by 
hundreds of tourists and every citizen of 
your city and Macon with whom I have talk- 
ed on the subject. This is an unfortunate 
condition, in view of the reputation which 
Georgia has previously enjoyed 4s having 
a larger mileage of good roads than any 
other southern state. 


From my conversations with the active 
good roads workers in the various comauni- 


| ties that the condition of 
self that the germs of measles and scarlet | ties, I do not believe 


Georgia’s mileage of the Dixie highway is 
due to lack of appreciation of the impor- 
tance of through road construction. It is 
rather due to three or four causes which 
can be removed only by action on the part 
of your legislature in providing the proper 
machinery which will enable the state and 
counties to finance and construct the type 
of road which will stand ‘up under all 
weather conditions, the motor traffic of to- 
day. 

In some of the counties, which have been 
in the past among the first in your state to 
begin work on the roads immediately fol- 
lowing the spring rains, I was told that the 
county expected to get $1500, or some sim- 
ilar amount, of federal aid, which would be 
equaled with a like amount of county money 
which they had on hand for the purpose. 
They intended to resurface the entire mile- 
age of the Dixie highway thrg@ugh the 
county as soon as this federal aid was re- 
ceived. This waa told me in three counties 


_between Chattanooga and Macon. The great- 


est contributor to the condition of Georgia's 
roads today is the sand-clay and chert type 
of surfacing so prevalent throughout your 
state, which it is impossible for the counties 
with their limited finances to properly main- 
tain as a smooth travelable road under all 
weather conditions and at all seasons of thé 
year under the present traffic. 


In the vast majority of the cases the 
Georgia counties have Gone the best they 
eould to build even this type of road. I 
know of three counties between Chattanooga 
and Atlanta which have raised amounts from 
$10,000 to $40,000 by private subscription to 
augment the meager county funds in build- 
ing the highway. This is manifestly unfair 
to the patriotic citizens who have paid 
money out of their own pockets in order 
that the resident of some other county or 
state might have as smooth traveling as 
possible through their county. 


This brings us up squarely to federal] and 
state participation in the construction of 
through roads and providing means where- 
by counties can raise sufficient amounts to 
enable them to construct the type of road 
which will meet the new traffic conditions. 

The state of Georgia on July 1 will have 
nearly a million of dollars of federal aid 
alloted to her for assisting counties in 
through-road construction. Half of that 
amount is now availabie. Federal projects 
have been approved on sections of the Dixie 
highway in every other state but Georgia. I 
am told by your citizens that the delay in 
the final approval of federal aid projects 
in your state is traceable to the lack of 
proper legislation to clothe your state high- 
way department with the necessary author- 
ity and to permit your counties to vote 
bonds in meeting the federal appropria- 
tion. It is unthinkable that a state possess- 
ing the vast resources and progressive citi- 
zenship of the justly salen “Empire State 
of the South” will permit the coming session 
of your legislature to go by without making 
it their business to see first of all that the 
necessary remedial road legislation’ is pass- 
ed. In view of the congested rail traffic 
conditions and the urgent pleas of the gov- 
ernment to assist in every way in relieving 
this congestion, failure to take advantage 
of every means possible in building through 
roads of a type which will not impede traffic 
over them under any weather conditions is 
little short of being unpatriotic. Unless 
Georgia does remove every obstrtiiction to 
making available the federal appropriation 
at the summer term of your legislature, the 
first year’s allotment, amounting to $150.- 
000, will be diverted to some other state by 
reason of the expiration of the time limit. A 
continuation of these conditions for another 
year means a loss of approximately $300,000 
additional. As great a harm is being done 
road construction in the state through coun- 
ties holding up the expenditure of their own 
money on their roads, hoping to get some of 
the federal aid when it is made available. 

The Georgia State Automobile associa- 
tion, which begun the campaign, the Farm- 
ers’ union and other great organizations of 
your state are in the field advocating enasct- 
ment of the necessary road legislation. They 
should have the hearty 0o0-operation of every 
citizen. There ia not a citisen whose pocket- 
book this important question does not 
affect.

Washington, May 15.—(Special.)—-The 
establishment of an aeroplane mail service 
between Washington and New York, with 
landing fields at Baltimore, Havre de Grace, 
Wilmington, Philadelphia and New Bruns- 
wick, it mot considered in the light of an 
experiment.

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Many Shifts in 
Quartermaster Personnel. 


Just what reason there is for so many 
shifts in the quartermaster personne! is not 
established; the fact remains, however, that 
no department of the government is appar- 
ently so unsettled.

Georgia Bakers Organize for 


Wheat Flour Conservation 


At Meeting. 


The bakers of Georgia effected an 
organization at a meeting Wednesday 
at the chamber of commerce, for the 
purpose of bringing about a better un- 
derstanding between the baking in- 
dustry and the food administration of 
Georgia, and passed a resolution urg- 
ing the use of “dark breads.” The 
meeting was called by the food admin- 
istration and was presided over by Dr. 
Andrew Soule, food administrator of 
Georgia. More than one hundred bak- 
ers from all sections of the state were 
present. 

Following talka by Dr. Soule, D. F. 
McClatchey, executive secretary of the 
Georgia food administration, and G. 
Ogden Persons, field agent, commit- 
tees were appointed to perfect details 
of organization Georgia was divided 
into five districts, each district em- 
bracing two or more con®ressional dis- 
tricts. H Malchow, of Atlanta, rep- 
resentative of the bakers in the food 
administration, was elected chairman 
of the bakers’ association, and will 
have general supervision of the work 
of the whole organization. 

A captain was appointed for each 
district, and will have power to ap- 
point HNeutenants to work under him. 

M. Weisenger Was appointed cap- 
tain of the Rome division, which con- 
sists of the seventh and ninth congres- 
sional districts. 

Sam Meyer was appointed captain 
of the Atlanta division, which consists 


of the fifth and eighth congressional | 


districts.

‘T shall for these reasons, and with 
the pledge of obedience to law and the 
oath of office, commit my fortunes in 
this matter to those kind and noble 
friends, of whom, I have good reason 
to believe, I have large numbers in 


each county.

With uniform ex-r 
pression it was depbored that he was 
considering such a step, and the fear 
was voiced that it would bring about a 
degree of comfusion dn the carrying out 
of the conference’s plans. 

In connection with the decline of Dr. 


Parker for the office the question arose 
as to who would be chosen in his place. 
This question then gave birth to a re- 
port among the members of conference 
that a resolution would possibly be in- 
troduced today asking that no other 
man be chosen bishop at this session of 
the general conference. No one could 
be found to assume responsibility for 
the report, but it was being widely dis- 
cussed up to a late hour. 

The college of bishops in ‘their ad- 
dress to the body recommended that 
five bishops be chosen. The committee 
on episcopacy recommended that six (be 
elected, and the committee’s recom- 
mendation was adopted. For the con- 
ference now ‘to adopt a resolution to the 
effect that no other be chosen it must 
reconsider the former action. 

The ordination service for ‘the newly- 
chosen bishops will be held at Wesley 
Memorial church Friday afternoon at 3 
o’chock. The ordination service is a 
most impressive one, and will likely 
attract a large audience.

Unification Reports. 

The question of church unification 
occupied the most prominent place in 
the proceedings of the general confer- 
ence Wednesday. Under the report of 
the committe on church relations the 
matter was brought up. Judge John 
S. Candler filed a minority report and 
spoke for the adoption of his paper. 

In his remarks, Judge Candler stated 
that he favored the stand taken at 
Oklahoma City four years ago, and as- 
serted that this church had gone as 
far as it could go under those condi- 
tions. The commission appointed then 
had gone to the limit of their instruc- 
tions, and had acquiesced in the pro- 
posals of the northern commission, 
which proposals were later repealed. 
He thought the next move should be 
made by the northern commission, and 
or in favor of waiting until they did 
move in some way to arrange for a 
satisfactory disposition of their colored 
membership. 

E. W. Alderson, of Texas, spoke in 
favor of the majority report, declar- 
ing that the conference must give out 
,& clear utterance that could not be dis- 
_torted. He said the church should 
| stand in readiness to proceed towards 
; Unification, which the minority would 
!not favor. He judged unification to be 
|in keeping with the wishes of God, 
(and asserted that, if Southern Metho- 
'dists would keep His love in their 
| hearts and be loyal the day would sure- 
ly comie when unification would be 
| consummated. He urged that a mes- 
| sage be sent the northern branch of 
' Methodists that this branch of the 
church stands ready, anxious and eager 
| to complete unification in the way that 
will be conducive to the upbuilding 
of the kingdom of God. He pleaded 
that the commission be continued with 
power to act when a plan that is feasi- 
ble is presented. 

Main Issue Race Question. 

The debate continued throughout the 
afternoon session when a dozen or 80 
men spoke to the subject. J. O. Wil- 
son offered an amendment, which was 
lost. Other speakers, who favored the 
‘majority report were F. J. Prettyman, 
of the Baltimore conference: A. F. Wat- 
kins, of the Mississippi conference, and 

C. Morrison, of the Kentucky, con- 

‘ference. Those speakinge against the 
‘majority report were M. M. Satterfield. 
of Mississippi, and H. H. White, of 
Louisiana. 
' The main issue in the speeches re- 
‘ferred to the race question, and no 
great degree of interest was taken in 
(the discussion until this phase of the 
/question was forcibly presented. No 
| vote was taken on the church unifica- 
tion question during the afternoon, and 
| the debate will be continued today.

This request for authority was made 
by the Georgia conferences on account 
of the gerat territory now covered by 
the two existing conferences. 

Another important proposition that is 
of peculiar interest to Georgia Metho- 
dists, and which has not yet been acted 
upon, is the resolution sent to the 
conference by the Georgia conferences 
askin that the Wesley Memorial 
church be accepted and used for a mis- 
sionary training school for the entire 
denomination. en the matter comes 
before the conference has not been 
announced, but no other idea is in 
mind but that the general conference 
will take over the property and found 
here a great training school for the 
entire southern Methodist church, 
bringing to the school pupils from ev- 
ery state in the Union.

Eager and his company have taken no unfair 
advantage of the people here in the matter 
of fixing rates for electric service.”

New York, May 15.—The feature of | 
the cotton market today was the weekly 
report of the weather bureau, which 
read more favorably than expected and 
was followed by a further sharp break 
in prices. July contracts sold off to 
24.80, or 70 points below the closing 
figure of yesterday, and back to within 
45 points of the lowest price touched 
on the declime of May 4.
